SHOULD PUBLIC SEE PICTURES OF BIN LADEN’S BODY? DEBATE LINGERS AS ANNIVERSARY NEARS

It’s not often the White House holds a news confer- 
ence late on a Sunday night. Especially an unsched- 
uled one. 

So when it was announced around 8:45 p.m. CDT 
May I that President Obama would address the na- 
tion within the hour, you knew it had to be impor- 
tant. 

By the time Obama finally spoke at 10:30 p.m., 
the world already knew the news: “The United 
States has conducted an operation that killed Osa- 
ma bin Laden, the leader of al-Qaida and a terrorist 
who’s responsible for the murder of thousands of 
innocent men, women and children.” 

From the raid, U.S. forces retrieved 10 hard 
drives, five computers and more than 100 storage 
devices containing intelligence from bin Laden’s 
compound, according to a senior U.S. official. 


They also found some homemade videos, includ- 
ing one that shows a graying bin Laden, wrapped in 
a blanket, watching himself on a small TV. 

But perhaps the most talked-about pieces of evi- 
dence from last year’s raid have yet to see the light 
of day: photos of a dead bin Laden. 

The administration decided to keep the photos 
classified, saying the graphic nature of the images 
would only incite further violence or be used for 
propaganda purposes. 

“We don’t trot this stuff out as trophies,” Obama 
told CBS News. “We don’t need to spike the foot- 
ball.” 

However, many Americans, including prominent 
lawmakers, believe they have a right to see the imag- 
es. And some people have another concern: How do 
they know bin Laden is dead if they can’t see proof? 

That isn’t a concern of Sen. John McCain, one 


of several U.S. Congress members allowed to view 
the photos. The Arizona Republican, Obama’s op- 
ponent in the 2008 presidential election, said there 
was no doubt that bin Laden is dead. 

But the debate over the photos continues one 
year later. On Friday, a federal judge turned down a 
request for release of the photos, saying there were 
legitimate national security interests to deny disclo- 
sure. 

Lingering threats from terrorists should be no 
surprise to Obama, who warned that there still was 
work to be done when he announced bin Laden’s 
death a year ago. 

Bin Laden’s death “does not mark the end of our 
effort,” he said in his speech. “There’s no doubt that 
al-Qaida will continue to pursue attacks against us. 

“We must — and we will— remain vigilant at home 
and abroad.”

Derailment of a lifetime 


Chartered CTA train full 
of rail buffs jumps tracks

For about 40 train enthusiasts cruising the 
Cl'A rails Sunday, a chartered ride took a 
thrilling turn when one of their vintage rail 
cars derailed in the South Jjoop. 

Chicago Fire Department officials said no- 
body was hurt when the train, chartered by 
members of the Illinois Railway Museum as 
a fundraiser for the McHenry County institu- 
tion, jumped the tracks. Apparently, nobody 
panicked either. 

“Just about everybody on this train is some- 
body who is experienced with the railroad, and 
it was no big deal/^ Harold Krewer, a retired 
Amtrak manager, said after descending from 
the elevated tracks. ‘^One of the guys that is {a 
professional railroader], the first thing he said 
was: 'WeWy Fmglad Fm not going to have to do 
the investigation on this/ So we were all tak- 
ing it in stride. Nobody was upset or worried. 
It was just a little diversion in our day” 

Many of the passengers were led from the 
train by Fire Department and CTA personnel 
along the elevated tracks to the CTA station 
at Roosevelt Road. 

“It wound up being something different. 
We now have a unique story to tell,” said Dan- 
iel Boybn, 46, of Brookfield, a rail buff who 
was on the train. 'I'he railroad enthusiasts paid 
Sioo to ride the four-car train. 'I'he cars they 
were on began operating in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, officials said. 



The money raised from the event will be 
used by the museum, located in Union, to 
buy two of those cars once they are retired by 
the C'FA, said Nick Kallas, the museum’s ex- 
ecutive director, lliosc train cars, with fluted 
stainless steel on the sides, will join 24 historic 
CIA “F^ cars housed at the museum, he said. 
The museum, which opened in 1953, has more 
than 450 railroad pieces in its collection. 


The train was moving northbound about 
11:30 a.m. when it tried to cross over to the 
middle tracks. A wheel in a rear train car left 
the track and caused the minor derailment, 
C'FA spokesman Steve Mayberry said, citing 
preliminary information. Officials are inves- 
tigating Sunday’s incident, which is not be- 
lieved to have been caused by the age of the 
cars, Mayberry said. 


Sound familiar? 

A similar derailment occurred in 
2006 when a four-car train on the 
Orange Line carrying about 150 
people derailed at the same location. 
There were no serious injuries re- 
ported In that Incident. Officials then 
said they believed a switching prob- 
lem was the cause.

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A race for 
Ravenswood

Inspired by the help the Ravenswood Community Services 
food pantry provided her family in their time of need, Jakayla 
Bivens, lo, ran more than three miles to say thanks. 

Jakayla was one of more than 3,000 runners who flooded Ra- 
venswood on Sunday for the i6th annual 5K Ravenswood Run 
in support of the food pantry and the student health centers at 
Lake View and Amundsen high schools. 

“It feels good to give to other people,” said Jakayla, a fourth- 
grader at Ravenswood Elementary School. 

For many the annual race kicks off the running season. 

More than 3,200 people registered for the race, including 
Mayor Emanuel, race organizers said. The mayor, who attend- 
ed the White House Correspondents’ Dinner on Saturday did 
not participate in the race, a spokeswoman said. The mayor’s 
wife, Amy Rule, and two daughters, did run, race organizers 
said. 

Last year, the run raised more than $30,000, organizers said. 

The yearly run is the biggest fundraising event for the food 
pantry, said Lori Gee, executive director at Ravenswood Com- 
munity Services. The group provides groceries to more than 
300 people and serves hot meals to 130 people every Tuesday 
evening at All Saints Episcopal Church. The group also hosts a 
monthly outdoor market in the neighborhood. 


“We run because we can make a difference,” the Rev Bonnie 
Perry told the crowd before the race started. 

Perry the senior pastor at All Saints, said the race is “a great 
intersection” of the community coming together. 

“Neighbors of means and neighbors in need— we’re all 
neighbors,” she said. 


Matthew Zaradich, 29, a parishioner at the church, said the 
food pantry “answers one of the most basic needs” for people 
of all backgrounds and income levels. 

“People come in here in suits and ties,” the Ravenswood 
resident said. “It’s not necessarily who you think needs to go 
to a food pantry”

7 killed in crash near zoo 


D NEW YORK Seven people, including 
three children, died Sunday when their 
vehicle flipped over a guardrail and plunged up 
to 6o feet to the ground, landing upside down 
in an area of the Bronx Zoo that is closed to the 
public, officials said. 

All the victims were inside the vehicle, a New 
York police spokesman said. 

“The vehicle hit the median and went across 
all lanes of traffic in the opposite direction,” the 
spokesman said. He described the drop from 
the ramp as “substantial.” 

The victims include an elderly couple; two 
other women, including a 45-year-old driver; 
and three girls, ages 15, 5 and 3, NYPD Deputy 
Commissioner Paul Browne said. It was not 
immediately clear how they were related to one 
another. 

All the victims were wearing seat belts, 
Browne said. Their names were not released 
pending notification of family members. 


CAR LANDS FAR FROM PUBLIC 

The vehicle came to rest upside down in an 
brush-covered area below the parkway that 
is used by the zoo to store its monorail trains, 
police said. The area is a safe distance away 
from the animal exhibits and pedestrian walk- 
ways of the world’s largest urban zoo, home 
to more than 600 species of animals. 


An eyewitness told authorities it wasn’t appar- 
ent what caused the vehicle, a white Honda Pi- 
lot SUV, to strike the barrier and plunge off the 
road, according to a law enforcement official. 

But Browne said the driver likely was speed- 
ing when the left side of the SUV hit the barrier 
and she overcompensated, making a hard right 
turn and crossing three lanes of traffic. The ve- 
hicle then struck the curb and sailed some 60 
feet through the air before plunging the same 
distance to the ground, he added.

With i:22 left and the Bulls up 12, the 
best player to wear the red and black 
since Michael Jordan drove to the hoop 
like he’s done thousands of times. Only 
this time, instead of making our jaws 
drop with a move to the hoop, he did it 
by colbpsing in a heap on the court. 

It didn’t look good. It wasn’t good. 
Torn ACL. Superman’s cape is being 
mothballed for the rest of the season. 

Suddenly the digital pitchforks came 
out. People wanting— demanding— to 
know why 'I'hibs would leave Rose in a 
game that was all but won. 

Here’s the thing: It wasn’t won. And if 
you’ve paid any attention to Thibodeau, 
you k now he doesn’t care about num- 
bers* Hell, he doesn’t care about much 


else in his life other than winning. 

In his postgame comments Saturday 
'Thibodeau told the press: ‘T don’t work 
backward like you guys do. 'The score 
was going the other way.” 

In this case, Philly was chipping 
away at a lead that, while it appeared 
insurmountable, could have evaporated 
in an instant. When the score is “going 
the other way” in the playoffs, you leave 
your best guys in the game. 

There’s nothing anyone could have 
done to prevent this. Teams don’t 
become champions with a point guard 
clad in bubble wrap. 

The Bulls went 18-9 without Rose in 
the regular season. If they can find away 
to go 15-12 without him the rest of the 
way, a seventh banner will be raised and 
everyone calHng for Thibodeau’s head 
will happily forgive him.

Former Bulls who’ve 
suffered same Injury feel 
the superstar’s knee pain

At his home in Seattle, Jamal Crawford 
gasped when he saw Derrick Rose crumple to 
the ground Saturday afternoon. 

“I told my girlfriend right away ‘That’s seri- 
ous,’ ” Crawford said by phone Sunday “There 
was nobody around him and you could see the 
pain he was in. He couldn’t control it. 

“He’s such a great guy He’s everything 
that’s right with the league. I feel so bad for 
him. I know that feeling.” 

Indeed, close to ii years have passed since 
Crawford tore his left ACL and meniscus on 


July 17, 2001, playing pickup games with Mi- 
chael Jordan and other pros at the now-de- 
funct Hoops The Gym on the city’s west side. 

“You feel helpless,” Crawford said. “Basket- 
ball is always an escape. When it’s gone, you 
have so much time to think. I remember read- 
ing about other players and almost crying. 
You go through all these bad thoughts: ‘Why 
did this happen to me?’ 

“Then, after surgery, you start rehab and 
start to see some progressions. You get a little 
more confident as it goes along. And then the 
last stage is the mental part: ‘Can I still do 
that move? Can I still do that cut?’ The actual 
leg you injure ends up being stronger than the 
leg that’s not injured. But you don’t believe 
that at first. You’re scared. You doubt.” 

Three weeks after the injury Crawford un- 


derwent reconstructive surgery in Birming- 
ham, Ala. Just shy of eight months later, Craw- 
ford, wearing a knee brace, posted 10 points 
and two assists in 15 minutes of the Bulls’ loss 
at New Jersey 

“During rehab, it’s so tough being away 
from the team,” he said. “You feel so alone. 
Derrick has a great family and support sys- 
tem. That definitely helps. You have to lean 
on them to get through those moments. But 
even if they come over for a few hours a day 
you still have 20, 21 hours by yourself ” 

Ron Harper is another. 

The starting shooting guard on the Bulls’ 
second three-peat teams from 1995-98 suf- 
fered his injury with the Clippers in January 
1990. 

“When I went to the hole and took that

first hard hit and fell down and my knee felt 
good, I knew everything was going to be fine,”

Rachel Dratch’s 

humorous new memoir, “Girl Walks Into a 
Bar... Comedy Calamities, Dating Disasters, 
and a Midlife Miracle,” in which she dishes 
on everything from bad dates to getting re- 
placed on “30 Rock” to becoming unexpect- 
edly pregnant at 43. 

Dratch, who earned two “Best Actress in a 
Revue” Jeff Awards performing on The Sec- 
ond City mainstage in the mid-’90s— with 
casts that included Tina Fey, Adam McKay 
and Scott Adsit— was featured on “SNE’ 
from 1999-2005. Many fondly remember her 
for signature characters such as Boston teen 
Denise “Zazu” McDonough, the “Lovers” 
professors (with Will Ferrell) and perennial 
pessimist Debbie Downer. 

On Monday Dratch returns to The Second 
City for a sold-out reading, signing and Q&A 
at the UP Comedy Club. We called her— dur- 
ing the baby’s nap— to catch up. 


What does the book’s title refer to? 

It refers to the randomness of life because 
that’s how I met my baby daddy [laughs], my 
son’s dad. Through all the trials and tribula- 
tions in life and dating and everything, I 
eventually just walked into a bar. 


Which of the book’s dating disasters seems 
the most ridiculous to you? 

Probably that horse meat story [Dratch was 
rejected by a man who was into horse meat.}

But while I was on that date, it wasn’t like, 

“Oh my God, this is so crazy” It was more that 
I got blown off so hard for the second date. 

What was the most difficult part for you to 
write? 

I wasn’t sure if I should talk about the whole 
“30 Rock” thing. Getting replaced wasn’t 
exceedingly painful. You kind of get used to 
stuff like that happening. It was more that 
it got picked up by the media, and it was 
reported so much. That was the bummer 
of it. So then I had this choice— do I even 


want to bring this up again? Like, people just 
forgot about this whole thing and now here 
I am, dredging it all up again. But I felt like 
for where I started my story, it was necessary 
Here’s where I was-off “SNE,” off 
“30 Rock,” now what do I do? 

What was it like making the transition from 
Second City to “SNL”? 

With Second City you are only writing 
through improv, and that was a lot easier. I 
didn’t think of myself as a writer, but you kind 
of have to at Second City— everyone does, 
just through the improvising. But then when 
you get to “SNE,” you’re sitting in front of a 
computer, you’re with maybe one or two oth- 
er people. You’re not doing it on your feet. So 
thinking up jokes that way is a lot ...different. 
[Laughs] I feel like I come up with funnier 
stuff just improvising, so that was a big transi- 
tion. And the other thing— scenes that killed 
at Second City, Ed try to put up at “SNE’ and 
I couldn’t get them on the show At Second 
City, you could have some character that 
could take time to develop in the scene or it 


could be based on something really subtle. At 
“SNE,” you need that punch line right away 
’cause they can change the channel. 

What would Debbie Downer say about 
Chicago? 

Except for the cold, I can’t think of one bad 
thing to say about Chicago because I ideal- 
ize it so much. There are no downers about 
Chicago. [Laughs.] 

What’s next for you? 

Right when the book was about to come out, 
I got a pilot, finally— the timing is so funny 
Ell find out on May 15 if it goes or not. It’s 
written by Kari Lizer, who wrote “The New 
Adventures of Old Christine.” The original 
title was “Lady Friends.” It’s with Minnie 
Driver and Andrea Anders. I play the odd 
side-friend of Minnie Driver, but it’s a really 
funny part. So that’s what could be next. Eve 
learned not to plan too much in crazy old 
show business. You just kind of float down 
the stream and go where it carries you.

Jackson: ‘Hobbit* shot for 3-D 


The Wrap 

LOS ANGELES Peter Jackson responded to criticism of his preview of 
“The Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey” at CinemaCon this week, say- 
ing that audiences eventually will “settle into” the hyper-realistic look 
of the film shot at a higher frame rate. 

In an interview with Entertainment Weekly the director acknowl- 
edged that some did not care for the look of the film at the rate of 
48 frames per second, rather than the standard 24. 

“I can’t say anything, just like I can’t say anything to someone who 
doesn’t like fish,” he said. “You can’t explain why fish tastes great and 
why they should enjoy it. 

‘A couple of the more negative commenters from CinemaCon said 
that in the Gollum and Bilbo scene they didn’t mind it and got used to 
that,” Jackson said. “That was the same 48 frames the rest of the reel 
was. I just wonder if it they were getting into the dialogue, the charac- 
ters and the story That’s what happens in the movie. Y)u settle into it.” 

Jackson opted to shoot the prequel to his “Lord of the Rings” trilogy 
at 48 frames per second rather than the standard 24 frames because he 
claims it will improve the film’s 3-D imagery and better immerse audi- 
ences in the action. 

But the 10 -minute extended look at the fantasy was easily the most 
divisive event at the exhibitor trade show, with many theater owners 
and members of the media complaining that the effect was similar to a 
telenovela or a filmed stage play 

The higher definition may reduce the blurriness associated with 3-D 
imagery, but it has the added effect of heightening actors’ facial blem- 
ishes and robbing the film of its painterly quality 



Both individuals were confident that the technical problems will be 
smoothed out before “The Hobbit” premieres Dec. 14. The film also 
will be available at the standard rate of 24 frames per second. 

Though the reaction to the technology was mixed, the film itself got 
strong buzz. 

Jackson said the blowback was not going to prevent filmmakers 
from experimenting with higher frame rates. “Nobody is going to stop. 
This technology is going to keep evolving.”
